No new EC peace plan, 
Dutch FM tells Shamir 


THE HAGUE (AP).’ — Foreign 
Minister Christoph van der Klaauw 
yesterday told his Israeli counter- 
part Yitzhak Shamir that he thinks 
the European nations will issue a 
"declaration" on the Mid-East 
rather than a new peace plan. 
Ministry officials said. 

Shamir met with van der Klaauw, 
who opposes a European initiative- 
now, on the first leg of his European 
tour undertaken to persuade Euro- 
pean nations not to undermine the 
Camp David peace accords. 

Shamir later met briefly with 
Dutch Premier Andrles van AgL 

Dutch Foreign Ministry officials 
said van der Klaauw restated 
criticism of Israeli policy on the 
West Bank. Van der Klaauw said 
the settlement policy was inconsis- 
tent with proposals to grant 
autonomy to West Bank Arabs and 
damaged Israel politically. 

However, Ministry officials said, 
van der Kl aa u w told Shamir it 
appeared that the nine members of 
the European Coipmunity would 
not draft a separate Initiative at a 
meeting in Venice .next week. His 
feeling was that the EC will instead 
opt for a statement on the peace 
process. 

The officials said van dor Klaauw 
repeated -his view that there is no 


room now for a European initiative 
while the Camp David accord still 
has a chance of success. The Dutch 
Foreign Minister also said that the 
U.S. should continue to play the 
central role in the peace process. 

Shamir is to leave for 
Copenhagen today. 


Begin rules out 
EC Venice decision 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
declared yesterday that no decision 
of the European Community sum- 
mit Ln Venice next week will make 
Israel negotiate with the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 

The premier was speaking at the 
Centenary Congress of ORT at 
Jerusalem’s Binyanei Ha’ooma. 
Reiterating his statement made in 
the Knesset on Monday, Begin said 
the Europeans have no right to de- 
mand that Israel negotiate with the 
PLO. 

Begin also expressed his revul- 
sion at this week's decision of the 
Fatah to continue striving for a 
“democratic state in Palestine," 
which means the destruction of 
Israel. (Itim) 


Lebanon’s army braces 
for PLO, leftist raid

Lebanon's fledgling army was 
placed on high alert yesterday 
following signs that dissident leftist 
troops and Palestine Liberation 
Organization forces had been dis- 
creetly moving units from Southern 
Lebanon to Beirut's seafront. 

Two government troops were dis- 
armed and kidnapped on the 
seafront yesterday. 

The outbreak of new hostilities In 
the Lebanese capital followed 
clashes between the army and the 
PLO- leftist alliance in the southern 
port city ot Sidon that left eight per- 
sons dead and 32 wounded. 

A security spokesman in Beirut 
said that the two government 
soldiers were believed abducted by 
the self-styled “Lebanese Arab Ar- 
my,” which has so far confined Its 
presence to the South-: The 
spokesman said that gunmen had 
-stopped a regular army jeep at 
Beirut’s busy Conriche Mozraa 
Avenue, disarmed two non- 
commissioned officers, and taken 
them away at gunpoint. 

The abduction was described as a 
result of Tuesday's clashes between 
regular troops and LAA units in - 
Sidon. /. 

The Lebanese, army command 
accused certain factions among 

Yasser Arafat's Palestinian 
terrorists ot fighting alongside the 
LAA against the regulars. The 
terrorists are the largest armed 
presence In 'Sidon. 

Arafat's PLO denied the charge 
and 'offered' to set up a joint’ in- 


vestigation committee to "probe 
the incident and determine the 
facts." 

The communique from the com- 
mand said Palestinians were using 
the LAA to disrupt communications 
of Lebanon’s three regular bat- 
talions in Southern Lebanon. 

The -LAA broke away from the 
regular army during Lebanon’s 
1975-76 civil war. The LAA is led by 
renegade first lieutenant Ahmed 
Khatib and is made up almost ex- 
clusively of leftist Moslems. 

Khatib’s defection was -followed 
during the war by the breakaway of 
Major Sa'ad Haddad. 

The whole army then collapsed 
along sectarian lines. When it was 
restructured after the civil war, the 
new command dishonourably dis- 
charged Khatib and Haddad. 

The orders could not be enforced 
because the restructured army, es- 
timated at 22 , 000 , does not yet have 
sufficient muscle or political sup- 
port. 

Friction has been steadily grow- 
ing between regulars and Khatib’s 
LAA in mostly-Moalem West Beirut 
and in Southern Lebanon. 

Prime Minister Salim el-Hoss, a 
Moslem, denounced the LAA's at- 
tacks on the regular army as “in- 
tolerable aggression against the 
state’s legitimacy." 

An LXA unit responded by seizing 
the prime minister’s official escort 
car on Tuesday on Beirut's 
southern edge. The premier quickly 
drove to the scene, and managed to 
secure the release of his three 
bodyguards and recover the official 
limousine, a police spokesman said.

Calm prevailed throughout the 
West Bank, Gaza Strip and East 
Jerusalem, yesterday. But late last 
night Nablus mayor Bassam

Yesterday calm was disturbed by 
rumours that Arab extremists 
planned action to mark the 13th an- 
niversary of the Six Day War today. 

The commercial strikes of the 
earlier part of the week were over 
yesterday. But in Nablus stores 
opened shortly after 9 a.m.. only 
after the military government an- 
nounced over loudspeakers that 
those not opening voluntarily would 
be forced open. 

With the authorities determined 
to prevent further unrest, large 
numbers of troops and Border 
Police are still deployed in the 
towns of the West Bank. 

Shak’a had both legs amputated 
following a car bombing. Another 
bombing crippled the mayor of 
Ram all ah, Karim Khalaf, who was 
yesterday forbidden visitors after 
doctors became concerned about 
bis badly lacerated lower right leg. 


The blast also severed his left foot 
The mayor of EI-BIra, Ibrahim 
Tawil, escaped a similar attempt, 
but at the cost of serious head and 
eye injuries to police sapper 
Suleiman Harbawi. 

Military government officials 
meanwhile are "still considering" 
what to do about Bethlehem mayor 
Elias Freij and Gaza mayor 
Rash&d Shawwa’s resignations. 
The military governors of the West 
Bank and Gaza have so far refused 
to accept the resignations, but the 
mayors have remained adamant 
that they cannot continue to serve 
as long as the army enforces Its 
“iron-fist policy." 

“At present there are no grounds 
for us to reconsider our decision to 
resign,” said Freij last night follow- 
ing a meeting earlier in the ‘day 
with Shawwa. Both mayors and 
their councils resigned following 
the assassination attempts. They 
both maintain the attack was the 
culmination of the serious 
deterioration in relations between 
the military government and the 
mayors and the local population.

Milhem, who did most of the 
speaking, said that he had been told 
by Nablus Mayor Bassam Shak’a 
eight months ago of a conversation 
between. Shak’a and then defence 
minister Ezer Weizman. 

"The minister of defence 
threatened the life of Shak'a," said 
Milhem. He quoted Weizman aa 


having told Shak'a: "If you con- 
tinue in your political activities, I 
will physically harm you and li- 
quidate you physically." 

As further “evidence" that the 
government was behind Monday’s 
bombings, Milhem cited alleged 
threatening letters from Rabbi 
Meta- Kahane, the leader of K&ch, 
and Gush Emunim's Rabbi Moshe i 
Levinger. 

When a reporter pointed out that 
Kahane himself was currently in 
jail, Milhem shot back: "He's in a 
luxurious room in the military 
government, taking some rest." 

Milhem and Kawasma, together 
with expelled Hebron Kadi sheikh 
Rajab al-Tamimi, are scheduled to 
meet today with Assistant 
Secretary of State Harold Saunders 
and National Security Council Mid- 
dle East staffer Robert Hunter.

Germans approve 
EC deal for UK 

BONN (UPI). — The West German 
Cabinet yesterday approved a com- 
promise package to slash Britain's 
net contribution to the European 
Economic Community budget. 

The decision came after a 10-hour 
sitting, one of the longest in West 
German history, and sealed the 
agreement negotiated ln a 
marathon 19-hour session of EEC 
ministers in Brussels last Friday. 

The package triggered a cabinet 
row Ln Bonn last weekend when 
Finance Minister Hans Matthoefer 
said he hesitated to accept the deal 
because he did not know how to 
finance It. 

The agreement will cut Britain's 
budget contribution this year to the 
equivalent of 3890m. from a pro- 
jected $ 2 . 5b. West Germany is re- 
quired to pay an extra fl.4b. to the 
EEC this year and next, equivalent 
to about 40 per cent of the cost of the 
settlement. 

Matthoefer’s doubts provoked 
angry outbursts from Foreign 
Minister Hans-Dietrlch Dense her, 
who stressed the need to agree to 
the Brussels package and thus 
avert a Community crisis.

Gov’t deficit up sharply

The government's deficit in the 
first two months of the current 
fiscal year has been ISl.45b.. com- 
pared with 13350m. In the same 
period last yepr. Dr. Zvi Suaarftan, 
deputy governor of the Bank of 
Israel, told the Knesset Finance 
Committee yesterday. 


The IS lb. deficit of May, 
Sussman added, had been obscured 
by large sales of government 
bonds. Critics of the government's 
rale In the capital market have late- 
ly pointed out that the sale of bonds 
does not really absorb cash, but 
converts ordinary balances Into 
linked balances. The large 
purchases of government bonds In 
May were, in addition, largely 


financed from bank credit- 

Dr. Klioser Sheffer, the other 
deputy governor of the Bank of 
Israel, told the Finance Committee' 
that the government must curb 
domestic demand by cutting expen- 
diture. 

The gap between expenditure and 
revenue noted by Sussman is to a 
large extent because tax revenues, 
primarily those from indirect taxes 
an imports and domestic output, lag 
behind the rate of inflation. 

Alignment MK Adlel Amoral said 
that the currency liberalisation of 
October 1977 had accelerated infla- 
tion. Sheffer contested that view, 
saying the failure to adopt com- 
plementary economic policies had 
increased public consumption 
which thereby fuelled inflation. 


Artillery duels rage in 
S. Lebanon for two nights

METULLA. — Prolonged artillery 
duels between terrorists and Chris- 
tian militiamen took place in 
Southern Lebanon during the past 
two nights.

Labour’s Abrahamson leads teachers

TEL AVIV. — Amnon Abrahamson 
of Haifa will be the new secretary- 
general of the Hlstadrut's Teachers 
Union after his Alignment list won 
59 per cent of the votes in Tuesday's 
elections. 


Abrahamson will replace Dr. 
Shalom Levin, who has headed the 
powerful union for 25 years. 

The Alignment nevertheless lost 
some seats compared with the 
previous elections four years ago 
when It won 57 per cent of the vote. 
All the other parties except Rakah 
also lost out to Independent lists. 

The National Religious Party 
declined from Hi .5 per cent to 18.9. 
The Likud plummeted frora^ 9 per 
cent to 6.99 per cent. The Indepen- 


dent Liberals who had 3 per cent of 
the delegates In the outgoing in- 
stitutions lacked 98 votes to qualify 
for a seat in the union's convention. 
A list of retired teachers declined 
from 3.1 to 2.36 and Shell from 1.39 
per cent to l.i per cent. 

Ram, a non-party list, wan 8.2 per 
cent; Mor, also Independent, climb- 
ed to 2.26 from 0.76 per cent in the 
last elections and Rakah won 3.44 
per cent compared with 1.83 per 
cent four years ago. Several Arab 
lists shared the rest of the votes. 

The changes were particularly 
noticeable in the Arab sector. 
Rakah increased Its power by 12 
per cent, winning 26.8 per cent of 
the Arab votes. The Alignment 
dropped from 70 per cent of Arab 
votes to 51 per cent. 


Some executive members fcannot 
make ends meet on their take-home 
pay which was only ISl.400 for May, 
Levtnsky claimed, telling a press 
conference here that "some of their 
subordinates take home more than 
they do." 

'Agency executive members’ pay 
Is linked to that of cabinet ministers 
and a raise for the latter is still un- 
der discussion. But Le vinsky, say- 
ing that it would be better If the 
Knesset would act on the matter 
once and for all, also said that he 
did not think salaries should be ab- 
solutely linked because the con- 
ditions of the two groups differ. 


The treasurer also maintained 
that the World Zionist Organization 
comptroller's report, issued on 
Tuesday, contained nothing shock- 
ing. He said, "Every nation gets ex- 
actly the kind of services It 
deserves." 

Levinsky saw nothing reprehensi- 
ble in the comptroller's finding that 
political parties had failed to report 
on how they spent World Zionist - 
Organization contributions totall- 
ing $675,000 a year. The sums were 
not large, he said, and if the Agency 
had an arrangement paralleling the 
law on financing for political par- 
figs, this would remove many com- 
plications. 

Commenting on the report that 19 
caravans had been lost, Levinsky 
said some caravans were sent to 
settlements which had been, built In 
a hurry. He did net name these 
■settlements, but observers believe 
they are affiliated to Gush 
Ernunlm.

‘Al-Fajr’ seeks U.S. aid on gov’t ban

"Al-Fajr," one of two East 
Jerusalem Arab newspapers whose 
distribution has been banned on the 
West Bank, yesterday appealed to 
the U.S. State Department to in- 
tervene against what it described 
as harassment by the Israel 
government. 

The newspaper appealed to 
Washington because it is published 
by an American enterprise headed 
by Paul Ajlounl, a U.S. citizen of 
Palestinian origin. Ajlouni has ask- 
ed that the U.S. administration take 
up Jerusalem's decision on his 
paper at the UN Security Council. 

"Al-Fajr" on Tuesday won an 
order nisi from the High Court of 
Justice asking the Defence 


Ministry to show cause within 15 
days why limitations an the paper's 
distribution should not be removed. 
But the Court rejected an appeal for 
a temporary injunction suspending' 
the Defence Ministry measure. 

"Al-Fajr." together with "Al- 
Sha'ab," last week was banned 
from distribution in the territories 
for "publishing items which would 
endanger security and public 
order.” 

Yesterday, the Assocatlon for 
Civil Rights In Israel published a 
condemnation of the orders against 
the two papers. The assocatlon said 
that If publishers or editors are 
suspected of any breach of law, 
legal action should be taken against 
them.

WZO rapped on immigrant pensions

TEL AVIV. — The Histadrut 
yesterday attacked the World 
Zionist Organization for discon- 
tinuing a system granting pensions 
to immigrants who reach Israel 
fewer than 10 years before their 
retirement age. 

Zvi Wolf, the head of the Labour 
Federation’s Absorption Depart- 
ment, told The Jerusalem Post that 
hundreds of immigrants, mainly 
from the Soviet Union, had been 
affected. The Soviet Union bans 
pension payments outside the coun- 
try. 

The Association of Russian Im- 
migrants yesterday criticized the 
move, sajdng it especially hurts 
people who are not In the country 
long enough to become members In 
regular pension funds. 

Male immigrants who arrived 


after their 55th birthday and 
women over 50 cannot qualify for 
pensions because they will have 
worked less than 10 yearn when 
the}’ reach retirement age. 

Until last month the WZO had 
funded a special programme which 
entitled immigrants from "coun- 
tries of distress" to a pension even 
if they worked only one year. 
Payments increased every year up 
to a maximum of 29 per cent of the 
average wage in the economy. 

But last month the WZO ordered 
the Mivtahlra Pension Fund not to 
register more immigrants because 
it was cutting its budget. 

Amos Eran. Mivt&hlrn's director, 
said the 5,000 people who had joined 
the programme will not be affected. 
But negotiations are under way 
with the WZO and the Absorption 
Ministry for reopening it to more 
immigrants. 


Tamir raps news media 
for coverage of privacy bill 


Cold melon and 
a warm farewell

The media's reporting is distor- 
ting the bill to protect the privacy of 
the individual, said Justice 
Minister Shmuel Tamir yesterday. 
He attacked the press for presen- 
ting the bill as If it were intended to 
protect the authorities and to 
strangle freedom of the press. 

Speaking at a press conference, 
Tamir said there was nothing In- 
compatible between safeguards of 
the individual's privacy and 
freedom of the press. 

The minister told journalists that 
he would fight for their rights to 
fight fairly against the government, 
but this did not imply sanctioning 
the vulgarization of the media. He 
would not put up with any attempt 
at moral terror by the gutter press, 
he said. 

Tamir dismissed claims that the 
bill would preclude press exposure 
of corruption. He said the bfil con- 
tained a clause specifically defen- 
ding such invasions of privacy 


when these were in the public in- 
terest. 

Press claims that, because the 
bill would bar journalists from 
reading and copying letters without 
the recipient’s and the sender's con- 
sent. the media would no longer'be 
able to Invoke government 
documents In their reports, were 
termed a total distortion by Tamir. 
He said this prohibition was 
already anchored in criminal law 
and was nothing at all to do with the 
bill. 

In Taxnir’s view, all that Is new in 
the bill Is a tightening of controls 
against the administration's incur- 
sion into the privacy of the in- 
dividual. 

But Tamir admitted that the bill 
had not yet solved the problem of 
possible invasions of privacy 
springing from improper use of 
computerized material stored by 
the various government bodies. He 
said the matter was currently being 
investigated further. (Itim)

Four men charged in violent 
B-G Airport ‘take-over’ bid 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVTV. — Four men accused of 
the attempted murder of policemen 
; while trying to tako over haulage 
operations at Ben-Gurlon Airport 
went on trial at the district court 
here, yesterday. 

Brothers Charlie, George and 
EHcser Ben-Shltrit and Hanania 
Biton were charged with numerous 
counts of extortion, beating porters 
and damaging trucks besides try- 
ing, to murder the policemen who 
wore Investigating the ease. 

According to the charge sheet, 
the Ben-Shltrit brothers and Blton 
tried to get some of the free-lance 
porters and truck drivers to stop 
.working at the airport. From 
others, the prosecution says, they 
demanded protection money. 

The prosecution said they first 
used threats against the competi- 
tion, then attacked them or burned 


their trucks. 

Several months ago two 
plainclothes policemen were sent to 
work In the Rcn-Gurlon freight ter- 
minal. They were charged with In- 
vestigating rumours of the men's 
alleged activities. 

The prosecution says the four did 
not know their new victims were 
policemen. They were asked to 
come to a meeting at a petrol sta- 
tion where, according to the 
prosecution, they were nearly 
beaten to death with an Iron bar and 
a broken-off bottle. One of the 
policemen is stilt hospitalized. 

The prosecution asked that the 
defendants be remanded until the 
end of their trial. But their attorney 
asked that the hearing of this re- 
quest be delayed until next Tuesday 
and the judge acceded to this re- 
quest. The prosecution has called 32 
witnesses to the trial. 
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Minister Menahem Begin had 
authorized him to announce that be 
planned to set up a commission to 
examine the causes of emigration 
and to suggest ways of preventing 
it. Over the votes of the opposition, 
the house adopted a coalition 
resolution welcoming this Intention. 
(Some opposition members thought 
It ridiculous to "welcome an Inten-

Rabbi Yehuda Melr Abramowitx 
(Agudat Yiaroel) blamed secularist 
education for having failed to teach 
the youth their connection with 
Eretz Ylarael. Most Immigrants 
are observant Jews, but few 
emigrants are, he said- 
Shulamit Alonl (CRM) said that 
ethnic-religious fanaticism in 
Israel has sent many Israelis pack- 
ing and has stopped many Jews 
abroad from coming here.

Film actor, released on bail

Godunov to dance in Israel

TEL AVIV. — Film actor Gedalia 
Besser was released on IS 1,000 ball 
yesterday after being named .a 
suspect in Tuesday night's drug 
ring roundup. 

Besser. 41, was one of eight 
suspects who had been arrested 
after weeks of police surveillance. 
He is accused of possessing BO 
grams of hashish. Five of the 
guspects. who pollaeT said were 
users, were released dn bail yester- 
day. Three others, who police 
charged were pushers, were 
remanded, Into continued police 
custody. 

The courtroom was crowded with 
many well-known members of 
Israel's artistic circles, including 
actors from the Cameri and 
Habimah theatres, Besser, now 
with the Haifa municipal theatre, 
received the best film actor award 
for his performance in "Transit" at 
ceremonies last month. The award 
was made jointly by the Education 
and Culture Ministry and the -In- 
dustry, Trade and Tonrism 
Ministry. 

Besser did not deny the aharges 


made by police officer Rav Samel 
Danny Cohen, who ssld the actor 
had bought his drugs from Shlomo 
Bloch, of Fetah Tikva. - 

Bloch was one of those arrested, 
and Cohen told the court that four 
kilos of hashish had been found In 
his car during a search. Bloch was 
ordered remanded Into police 
custody for IS days, as was Pinhas 
Cohen, who police said Is suspected 
of preparing hashish for sale to 
customers. 

Police added that Bloch had 
cooperated with them and taken 
them to a place where he had 
hidden 2,320 LSD -impregnated 
pieces of paper. i 

The third suspect remanded into I 
police custody, for seven days, was I 
an unidentified cinematographer. He( 
presented the court with letters 
from two producers who said he 
was in the middle of shooting their 
films, and his detention would 
seriously disrupt their production 
schedules. 

The photographer's wife was one 
of the suspected users released on 
181,000 ball. Neither her name nor 
those of the rest of the suspects 
were released.

"We were satisfied to suppose 
that this (the alleged plan) was 
more than an idle daydream," one 
source said. 

The sources declined to give any 
further details. Kahane was 
ordered detained on May 13 for "ac- 
tivities endangering the safety and 
security of the country," State At- 
torney Gabriel Bach said. The 
detention order, upheld by the 
Jerusalem District Court, Is valid 
for a maximum of six months. 

But Bach and other sources said 
I -there was no connection between 
Kach and a weapons cache found 
recently on the roof of Jerusalem's 
Yeshivat Hakotel in Jerusalem, as 
charged in a Palestinian weekly 
published In Paris.

an Israeli citizen.

The 
supply and pressure of water 
dropped, particularly affecting the 
neighbourhoods at the top of the hil- 
ly towns south of Jerusalem. 
Distribution of the water is con- 
trolled by the local water authority, 
based in Bethlehem. 

4 AwadBlshAra, director, of a boys' 
school In Beit Jallarsald- this week 
that the school has had to send ail 
but 13 of its 120 dormitory students 


home because a local cistern did 
not contain enough water. Belt 
Jalla is the highest of the three 
towns in the area. 

Technicians repaired one of the 
pumps a few weeks ago, but 
another part failed and it again 
went out of commissloh. The pre- 
sent wait is apparently being caus- 
ed by a delay in the Import of 
suitable replacement ports. 

Meanwhile, large areas of the 
country within the Green Line a are 
likely to suffer severe disruptions in 
their water supply following a deci- 
sion by the Israel Electric Corpora- 
tion to_cut back the power supplied 
to Mekorot. 

The Mekorot spokesman said 
yesterday that pumping from the 
Klnneret has already been reduced 
and the national water carrier is 
supplying far less than tisual. He 
said he expected, the .cuts.. par- 
ticularly to affect farmers in the 
Negev, where demands for irriga- 
tion Increase In the summer. 


Dayan raps Begin for ‘misquoting’

MK Moshe Dayan yesterday 
charged Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin with putting words in his 
mouth when Begin replied to the 
political debate in the Knesset on 
Monday evening.

Thirty-five feared dead as 
tornadoes flatten U.S. town 


GRAND ISLAND. Nebraska (AP). 
— More than two dozen tornadoes, 
accompanied by violent thunder- 
storms, ravaged communities 
across n widespread area of the 
U.S. on Tuesday night, claiming as 
ninny ns 35 lives and injuring more 
than 200 persons.

U.S. aims to

WASHINGTON (AP). — President 
Jimmy Carter has agreed to begin 
steps to deport "hardened 
criminals" among the Cuban 
refugees, while releasing from 
relocation camps the refugees 
whoso processing is nearly com- 
plete and who have family waiting 
for them. Senator Richard Stone 
said yesterday. 

After meeting with administra- 
tion officials, and briefly with 
Carter, the Florida Democrat said 
the president had accepted two 
suggestions: 

• The release of the Cubans “in 
the camps who have been at least 

substantially processed and who 

have family members in the coun- 
try." 

• "begintng formally and of- 
ficially" attempts to return to Cuba 
the criminals that the Castro 
government sent to the U.S. 

“I think there will be prompt ac- 
tion," said Stone after the White 
House meeting. He said the ad- 
ministration should begin departs- . 
tlon of "the worst of the worst" 
among the more than 400 Cubans In- 
carcerated at a Federal Correc- 
tional Facility in Alabama. 

The senator said that more than 
one-half of those in the relocation 
camps fit the first category, and 
that releasing them within a week 
could "reduce the taxpayers’ 
burden to feed and house them.” 


Saboteurs used 
Soviet explosives 
in Jo’burg attack 

JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). — 
Security police said yesterday that 
the land mines used- by black 
nationalist saboteurs to blow up 
fUel tanks In South Africa's oil- 

from-coal plants “were of Soviet 
origin." 

Police Brigadier Johannes du 
Preez said investigators had iden- 
tified the origin of the devices from 
Bmall pieces located at the scene of 
the explosions at the Sasolburg 
plant southwest of Johannesburg. 

The attacks caused losses of 
about 38m. In damage and lost fuel 
In the biggest act of sabotage ever 
recorded In South Africa. 

No arrests have been made since 
the blasts despite an intensive 
police manhunt. Production Is now 
back to normal at Sasolburg and 
two other plants where South Africa 
has developed a aecret process for 
refining oil from coal. 

The African National Congress 
(ANC), which Is outlawed here, has 
claimed responsibility for the three 
attacks which tqok place 
almost simultaneously on Sunday 
night. 

Letter to Brezhnev 
urges Sakharov’s 
conditions probed 

MOSCOW (AP). — Nine close 
friends of exiled Soviet dissident 
leader Andrei Sakharov have called 
for .the creation of a special 
parliamentary commission to 
review his living conditions. 

In a letter to President Leonid 
Brezhnev, copies of which were 
made available to correspondents 
here, the friends claimed the legal 
basis of Nobel Prize winner's forc- 
ed exile In January to the city of- 
Gorky was unclear. 

"Apparently, forces that try to 
put themselves above leagality and 
above U.S.S.R. laws are playing 
with the fate and life of Academi- 
cian Sakharov," the letter said. 

Dissident sources said the letter 
was delivered to the Supreme 
Soviet's (parliament's) reception 
office in Moscow on Monday. 

Signers of the appeal Included 
Georgy Vladimov, head of the unof- 
ficial Moscow branch of Amnesty 
International; Lev Kopelev. a 
Soviet writer who has been sharply 
criticized in the official press, and 
several other dissident activists.

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WHILE THERE ARE aspects of 
Israeli government policy which 
are dearly very worrying to some 
British Zionists, the need for 
solidarity with the Jewish State In 
times of difficulty outweighs the 
need for open criticism. 

This was the underlying theme of 
the biennial conference of the 
British Zionist Federation, held In 
London on Sunday and attended by 
several hundred delegates from all 
over the country. 

A number of resolutions on the 
agenda expressed criticism of 
Israeli policy, especially about the 
West Bank. But with one exception, 
all the criticism was deleted in 
amendments to those resolutions, 
while some of the most critical 
resolutions were not even discuss- 
ed. 

The sole exception was a Poole 
Son motion expressing concern at 
attempts “to rewrite Zionist history 
for Israeli school curricula, thereby 
giving an unbalanced emphasis to 
the writings of Ze'ev Jabotinaky." 

But a Young Mapam call for 
Israel to cease establishing

settlements in Judea and Samaria 
and to dismantle those which can- 
not be Justified on the. grounds of 
defence was defeated, while a 
Poale Zion executive resolution 
demanding that the Jewish Ageney 
and the head of its settlement 
department withdraw support for 
government policies on the West 
Bank was not even put to the vote. 

CAN THIS BE explained by the fact 
that Herat supporters now out- 
number the Labour Zionists within 
the Zionist Federation? 

According to outgoing ZF chair- 
man Eric Moonman, “There la 
tremendous solidarity In the Jewish 
community towards Israel. Despite 
differences of opinion In the way 
that Begin is operating, our 
solidarity and determination to 
back Israel and Zionism are of 
paramount importance.”

THE THEME of solidarity and uni* 
ty was stressed at the start of the 
all-day conference In an opening 
address by Board of Deputies presi- 
dent QrevlUe Janner, MP. 

Janner said that the community 
could not afford “the luxury of divi- 
sion In public." If British Jewry 
was to exercise any worthwhile In- 
fluence on the British Government, 
this.- could only Involve standing 
firm on issues like opposition to the 
PLO and the establishment of a 
Palestinian state, as well as total 
support for Jerusalem remaining 
the undivided capital of Israel. 

But some speeches did reflect the 
latent unease felt In many circles. 


Among the most eloquent of these 
was a contribution by Hugo Gryn, 
one of the leading rabbis of the 
Progressive Movement and a sur- 
vivor of Auschwitz. 

Expressing his concern "as a 
Zionist" over West Bank policies, 
he said he was personally unable to 
come to terms with the concept of a 
free democratic Jewish state which, 
in 10 years time, would have an 
Arab majority. * 

And a Poale Son member noted 
that he preferred “peace with leas 
territory to more territory held at 
the price of war." 

BUT MOST delegates clearly 
shared the view of 88-year -old 
Zionist leader Lord Barnett Janner. 
who was re-elected president of the 
federation, when he appealed at the 
close of the conference: "Don't let's 
air our differences In public so that 


our enemies can get hold of them 
and use them against us." 

Rowel Germ, leader of the Union 
of Jewish Students, raised a laugh 
when he commended the decision to 
hold the conference so close to the 
El A1 terminal (It was held at a 
Heathrow Airport Hotel): "I hope 
the hint will be taken," he said In a 
reference to aliya. 

If unity was more or less main- 
tained over attitudes towards 
Israel, it was not strong enough to 
withstand traditional inter-party 
Zionist rivalries. The results of 
many of the contests for senior of- 
fice in the Zionist Federation were 
not announced at the end of the con- 
ference because of allegations of 
“irregularities" in the voting. The 
new chairman, however, is Geof- 
frey Gelberg. 

But the whole election process Is 
almost academic because before 
the end of the year, the Zionist 
Federation, as it is today, will cease 
to exist. It will be replaced by a new 
body, the United Federation of 
Zionists, for which new elections 
will be held.

Previously, a mayor could not 
sign a contract or engage a worker 
without the authority of the 
municipal council. Today, his 
relationship with the .council is 
comparable to the -relationship of 
the cabinet with the Knesset. 

OWING TO HIS increased 
prerogatives, the committee also 
recommended that each local 
authority appoint a controller to 
scrutinise its operations, much as 
the State Comptroller scrutinises 
the operations of the government.

TRADITIONALLY, local govern- 
ment has been subordinate, receiv- 
ing its budget and taking its orders 
' from the central departments In the 
capital. 

"We say the status of the two 
arms of government should be 
equal, at least in those subjects 
which are their joint business. 

"The municipalities are not con- 
cerned with foreign affairs or 
defence. But they are concerned 
with education. At present, all they 
do is supply the school building and 
the janitor. That is not enough. - 

“The work of administration 
divides generally speaking in 
three: planning, policy-making and 
the application of policy. Our view 
Is that planning belongs to the cen- 
tral government; policy-making to 
the central and local authorities 
together; and the application of 
policy to the local authorities 
alone." 

The school system should thus be 


locally, while the Education 
Ministry would go on preparing 
budgets, drawing up curricula and 
even employing the primary 
schoolteachers. 

It is responsible for laying down 
minimal standards — but the local 
schools should be free to exceed 
them. The ministry must refrain 
from intervening directly in the 
operation of the system. By con- 
trast it should run an effective in- 
spection service, to make sure the 
standards are maintained. 

THE AMOUNT of intervention 
recommended varies according to 
the resources and abilities of the r 
local authority concerned (does It 
have an education department? Za 
the department properly staffed?) 

„ The possibility of inoreased delega- 
tion of authority — the committee 
points out — would spur backward 
townships to Improve thalr 
capacities, 

Sanbar wants fixed criteria laid 
down all along the line, so that each 
local authority knows precisely 
what it is entitled to, instead of hav- 


ing to bargain with those holding 
the Tre&usry purse-strings as la the 
present practice. 

Its budget should be based on the 
functions It has to perform, the size 
of Its population and other relevant 
considerations. The estimates 
should Include provision for 
depreciation (not supplied hither- 
to), also a sum for Interest 
payments (on development loans) 
which should be a fixed percentage 
of the budget. 

“Revenue starts with what the 
locality can raise from its own 
sources. The balance must be 
supplied by the Minister of the 
Interior in Jerusalem, to whatever 
amount is necessary for the full 
performance of Its functions accor- 
ding to file criteria laid down. 

“A locality, wanting to raise more 
revenue from its own sources — for 
example, by increasing the rates — 
in order to provide bigger or better 
services than those officially re- 
quired, should be free to do so." 

RATES DIVIDE In two. those 
levied from private households and 
those collected from businesses. 
The former should remain as now, 
a property tax baaed on the size of 
the dwelling.

THE PROGRAMME was entirely 
different from that originally 
scheduled. We could easily forgo the 
Haydn Concerto for Violin end 
Harpsichord, though its replace- 
ment with that regular atandby — 
Bach’s Double Concerto — cannot 
be excused. Surely the ICO has 
other works on lta repertoire for a 
change. 

Then, instead of the Ravel 
Concerto in G — a charming, enter- 
taining, witty piece of Gallic in- 
spiration — Christina Ortiz played 
the early Beethoven Concerto, 
which can satisfy only if given an 
outstanding and exciting perfor- 
mance. Jfl« Ortiz tried hard to 
give meaning to the scales and runs 
of the solo, part, but all the accents 
and dynamic fineries were not 
enough to raise much interest. The 
rendition ultimately remained 
within the confines of an academy 
or competition test. 

In the Bach, Belkin played the 
featured soloist all the way, with 
Reuven, the leader of the ICO, per- 
forming with reserve and a feeling 


for teamwork. 6t course, it la 'a 
marvellous piece of music and the 
performance had the air of 
mastery, but how often can one be 
treated to the same music? 

For the Chausson Concerto, the 
Concerto by Bruch was substituted, 
a rather tedious replacement. 
Though Belkin looks increasingly 
like Paganini (and behaves like 
him!) all his brilliant handling of 
the part could not overcome the 
shallow post-Mendeliumhnlan' tex- 
ture of the music, the worse as Mr. 
Barshal ran It in a stodgy, pedantic 
reading which, Instead of over- 
coming the weakness of the piece, 
rather stressed it all. A very run-of- 
the-mill programme.

A GROUP of International stan- 
dard, the Borodin Trio presented 
three Russian works which con- 
tained distinct differences of style 
and language, -but all in superb un- 
animity of purpose ami attitude. 
Each artist has his Individual 


qualities — Dublnsky, the ex- 
perienced leader of chamber 
music ensembles (he waa for many 
years the leader of the famous 
Borodin Quartet in Russia), the 
pianist, unconsplouous in the 
background, gave meaning and con- 
tent to every phrase, solo or accom- 
paniment, without ever imposing 
the heavy weight of the keyboard in- 
strument on the string players. The 
cellist demonstrated brilliant 
technical and musical qualities, giv- 
ing life to every note within the con- 
trolled balance of the trio. 
Everything waa fully alive and ex- 
citing. 

Even the rather trivial 
Rachmaninov Trio of early vintage 
waa acceptable in this rendition. 
Gallnln exploited Baroque forms 
(Prelude / Toccata / Passacaglia / 
Fugue) in his composition, which 
gave his contemporary work a 
retrospective character, proving 
the composer's mastery of con- 
trapunct and polyphonic texture. 

T$ie Shostakovich trio — with Its 
Jewish dance In the finale — was 
given a highly moving and Im- 
pressive performance, 
demonstrating the composer's 
serious nature in concentrated and 
utterly committed rendition, giving 
the score all its rich content in 

depth, and Tnfltnta|n<ny mpoda and 
atmosphere without straining the 
listeners' patience or endurance. 

The encore — & movement from a , 
Beethoven trio — demonstrated the 
ensemble’s all-round artistry 
beyond its special qualifications for 
Russian music. An exhilarating 
concert, the best of the season In 
this field.

The business tax should be 
replaced by a value-added tax of, 
say. 3 per cent. (There is a bill 
before the Knesset on this.) 

The practice of giving exemp- 
tions to worthy institutions or 
reductions to the needy has to 
cease, the committee urges. The 
problem .of financial aid to needy 
persons should be handled by the 
welfare office (but the tax benefit 
should not be suspended until the 
welfare office takes over). 

How big ought local authorities to 
be? The smaller (and therefore the 
more numerous) they are, the more 
democratic the system is; but if 
they are too small, they cannot do 
the job. 

“There Is no Ideal size," says 
Sanbar. The best solution la a 
pragmatic one. If a place Is too 
small, it should cooperate with one 
or more neighbouring townships. 

“It could cooperate for ail pur- 
poses, or for one particular pur- 
pose. The framework already ex- 
ists, It la called igud arim or 
municipal unions. The Gush Dan 
townships cooperate with Tel Aviv 
In an igud arim on drainage. A 
different igud arim unites R&mat 
Gan with Tel Aviv on flre-flghtlng. 

“If a service needs costly equip- 
ment that cannot be fully financed 


by, or fully utilized within, a single 
locality, let two or three or more 
adjacent localities club together 
and run the system Jointly," he ad- 
vises. 

THE PHILOSOPHY of Sanbar and 
his committee on local government 
parallels the views prevalent 
nowadays about economic policy. 
The government should, it la 
thought, lay down the rules, make 
long-term plans, stimulate the 
overall pace of activity where 
necessary, restrain it where 
necessary. The actual work of 
production, distribution and ex- 
change Is best left to others. 

Similarly In the field of govern- 
ment itself, the central authority — 
according to the Sanbar Committee 
— should plan, regulate, supervise. 
The practical work of running the 
services is best left (where possi- 
ble! to others, notably the local 
authorities. 

More people are then involved in 
the public activity. To quote a 
report (not yet submitted) by the 
sub-committee on education: 
“When there is no Interdependence 
between the school and the local 
community, no channels through 
which each can influence the other, 
no exchange of spiritual nourish- 
ment between the two, then the In- 
terest shown by the Inhabitants in 
the system is narrowed to the im- 
mediate utility that can be derived 
from it.” 

Better by far, Moahe Sanbar 
believes, to let the communities run 
their own affairs.

Gafny decries flight of 
capital from country

Conversely, the total net foreign 
investment (new Investments 
minus repatriation of both new and 
old investments) has been dropping 
steadily. If total net foreign In- 
vestments stood at 9100.1m. In 1977, 
they dropped to 889.6m, in 1978, and 
still lower, to Sfffl.Sm. In Z979, Gafny 
notes. 

Thus if the net gain for Israel 
(foreign Investments In Israel 
minus Israeli Investments abroad) 
was S9l.6m., in 1977, the next year 
the picture changed for the worse.

Gafny believes one of the main 
reasons for this flight of capital 
from Israel Is the liberalization 
programme Introduced at the end 
of 1977 by the former finance 
minister, Slxnha Ehrlich. 

This made It easier for Israelis to 
Invest Abroad; -It also paved the 
way (or foreign Investors to 
repatriate their holdings here. 

Both steps were taken, evidently, 
owing to the slowdown In the real 
estate market, the drop in the yield 
of Israeli stocks compared to yields 
Abroad, aa well as the fear that new 
economic and financial measures 
planned by the authorities would 
lead to a worsening of the local 
situation. 

Interestingly enough, the lead In 
Investing abroad was taken by the 
Israeli banks, which continued to 
build up an international network of 
branches as part of their plan to ex- 
tend their own activities abroad. 


Power failure caused heavy loss 
to chemical industry in north

HAIFA. — Frutarom Elec- 
trochemical Industries lost millions 
of shekels In materials and produc- 
tion because of Tuesday's power 
(Allure, deputy manager Michael 
Kish told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. The company, which 
produces PVC resins and chlorides, 
is the largest electricity consumer 
in the north, but has no backup 
system to keep it going In case of 
power cuts, ECLsh added. 

“We tAke more than one per cent 
of the country's total electricity 
supply, that is, about 25 megawatts. 
Building up a reserve power system 
would be too costly he explained. 
“We have our own generators, 
which- are only powerful enaugh ( to 
keep the security equipment going. 
This is the reason why, despite the 
four-hour power cut, there were no 
gas emissions or chemical leaks." 

Frutarom does not suffer only 
from a faulty electricity supply, he 
added. "The Electric Corporation 
charges us twice aa much as com- 
panies like ours pay abroad: we 
pay six cents for every 


kllowatt/hour, while In Europe the 
rate is only three cents. If the Cor- 
poration does not see fit to grant us 
a special " status as an electricity- 
intensive company, It should at 
least try to spare us from power dis- 
ruptions of any kind — because they 
are simply disastrous." 

The company's most sensitive In- 
stallations, those for the production 
of PVC and VCM. stopped com- 
pletely and it has taken up to 24 
hours to get them working again, 
Kish said. "In each hundreds of 
tons of materials wpre lost and 
nobody wilt compensate us for the 
damage- A ton of PVC costs today 
over 8700 and of VCM. about $900. 
not counting the extra labour need- 
ed to operate the machines around 
the clock."

Getting ready to adjust tax 
brackets to inflation quarterly 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

The State Revenue Administra- 
tion has Btarted to prepare the bill 
for .adjusting the tax brackets 
quarterly to the full rate of Infla- 
tion, It was learned yesterday. 

. The administration wants to be 
ready, from a legal point 
of view, to Implement the 
agreement between the Civil Ser- 
vice’ Commissioner and the chief of 
the trade union department of the 
Hlstadrut. According to the agree- 
ment a comprehensive wage agree- 
ment la to be signed for the public 
sector for 1980-1981, while the tax 
brackets are to be adjusted 
quarterly. 

This has been the practice, on the 
basis of ad hoc agreements by the 
Treasury, In the last year, but there 
has been no binding agreement by 
the government ta continue to do so. 

Economic observers have 
pointed out that there has so far 
been no progress towards con- 
cluding the wage agreements — 
moat of which expired by the end of 


March — either in the public or In 
the private sector. As a result there 
will be an accumulation of large 
amounts of retroactive pay; These 
sums may have a da m agi n g In- 
flationary effect when they are paid 
out. 

The Treasury has so far held 
back any formal commitment to 
adjust the tax brackets quarterly. 
The next date when this problem 
will crop up again Is July, when the 
next costrof- living allowance Is due.

TEL AVIV. — Degem Systems may 
be the maker of "the technological 
tools used ’ to teach advanced 
technology in 50 developing cowi- 
triea,". but it is only now learning 
how to teach the Israeli authorities 
that offering "an excellent product 
at a highly competitive price" is not. 
always enough to clinch a sale. 

This Is . the essence of what was 
said this week, on apress tour of the 
plant In Naveh Sharett near Tel 
Aviv by Israel; Asher, general 
manager and owner (with his fami- 
ly) of this plant. . 

"Many of our sales of educational 
equipment — we provide 
everything Cram mobile classrooms 
to Instalments to text books — are 
financed through International in- 
stitutions, like the World Bank." he 
said. “And these organizations in- 
variably work through tenders. 

"When a company similar to ours 
In a European country gets wind of 
the tender, it makes a financial 
offer we cannot match," he said. 
Companies in several countries, 
such as West Germany, Japan, 
France, Holland, and Canada, were 
also active in the same field, he 
added. 

The governments of these coun- 
tries, in order to get the order .for 
their companies, were willing to ad- 
vance the buying countries loans 


for 12-ia years with as little as 2 per - 
cent intorost a year. 

Dcgcm. Systems itself could not 
provide such a loan; and Its appeal 
to the Bank of Israel had resulted in 
an offer to make countries buying 
tho systems a loan for three to five 
years at 11.5 per cent- interest.

Mediators try to ‘settle’ 
strikes before they occur 


‘Oil boom’ dominates market

Patience, Imagination, Initiative, 
.alertness, dedication, wittiness — 
these arc a few of the aualifications 
Paul Yager lists for his labour 
mediators. These are the men wbo 
try to “settle'* strikes before they 
erupt, thus' keeping production go- 
ing and pay cheques coming. 

Yager is director of region 1 of 
the U.S. Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service which covers 

seven northeastern states, in- 
cluding the 'New York Metropolitan 
Area. One of America's veteran 
labour peacekeepers. Yager is in. 
Israel to advise staff members of 
the Labour Ministry's division of 
labour relations. 

“T am quite, impressed with the 
calibre of Israeli mediators work- 
ing under Labour Relations Com- 
missioner Nahman Ori,’* Yager 
told The Jeruenlem Post last week.. 
“Israel, like the United States, is a 
democracy. In a free society, where 
the right of a worker to strike Is fun- 
damental. only mediators can pre- 
vent strikes. Or, once they erupt, 
only mediators can lessen the 
damage -they can cause.” 

In Israel, Industrial action may 
be taken only after a notice, of 
labour dispute is filed' with Orl's of- 
fice. And such notice must be given 
15 days before the sanctions, strike 
or other actions the workers in- 
itiate, begin. 

In the U.S.. tbe situation is 
different. There, too, notice must be 
filed with the local office of the' 
Mediation and Conciliation Service. 
However, the National Labour 
Relations Act requires workers — 
or their unions — to wait until 30 
days before the expiration date of 
their contract before * they file 


notice of Industrial action or strike. 

Asked why sudden work stop- 
pages seem less frequent In his 
country than in Israel. Yager 
replied: “Most contracts contain a 
clause forbidding strikes during the 
life of the agreement." With 30 
years' of labour mediation work un- 
der his belt. -Y ager Is unalterably 
opposed to so-called “cooling-off’ 
periods mandated by labour 
legislation in several countries, 
which were once in force also In the 
U.S- "It just does not work," he told 
The Post. - “I have found that 
cooling-off periods really turn into 
heating-up periods in labour- 
management Jousting." 

A good labour mediator, he adds, 
must “project his personality so as 
to convince both sides that he is 
anxious to help each one of them. 
Under no circumstances should he 
offer to arbitrate a dispute. Rather, 
be must come up with possible 
solutions, more possible solutions, 
and alternatives to those possible 
solutions. 

“Quite often,” he. points out. "the 
parties are reluctant to meet simp- 
ly because they are afraid to betray 
their, anxiety. So. it. Is our job. to 
ease their way into facing reality 
and start negotiating.” 

As he was about to leave the Bing 
David Hotel's lounge for his room. 
Paul Yager couldn't help betraying 
some of his own anxiety — at what 
is facing him when he gets back to 
his desk in Lower Manhattan next 
week. 

"About 40,000 non-medical 
workers at -19 New York City 
hospitals are threatening to walk 
off their jobs when their two-year 
contract expires on June 30,“ he 
said. “This Is a real crisis.

— The rises of oil 
shares were prominent yesterday, 
although there was upward move- 
ment in most sectors. 

The “Oil boom" continued — at 
least on the stock market. After

The market as a whole continued 
to be dominated by the hesitancy of 
investors due to the political situa- 
tion, and this led to a total turnover 
in both stocks and bonds of 
IL34l.9m.. not a large figure.

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What Raful can’t see 

ISRAEL'S top soldier, Rav-Aluf Rafael Eitan. is not overly dis- 
turbed by Monday's' assassination attempts against three West 
Bank mayors. 

Speaking to the Knesset Foreign Affairs, and Defence Com- 
mittee, the chief-of-staff suggested that such terror acts had 
been part and parcel of the Arab- Jewish confrontation in this 
land for the past century, and that they might continue for many 
more years. Rav-Aluf Eitan did not see in this week's seemingly 
dramatic events the opening of any new era. 

The reason behind Rahil's singular failure of vision, it seems, 
is that his professional military view is obstructed by a partisan 
political doctrine. 

According to this doctrine, which enjoys a more-or-less of- 
ficial status in the present regime, the establishment of the 
State of Israel was only a transitory stage in the age-old 
struggle between Jews and Arabs for the control of Eretz 
YisraeL The areas occupied in the Six-Day War, but especially 
Judea. Samaria and Gaza, were, therefore, not to he considered 
as bargaining chips in securing genuine peace for Israel, but as 
real estate to be held in permanence. 

For their part, however, the Arabs would not lay down their 
arms until they vanquished the Jews, if they could — or 
themselves be vanquished. It was not surprising, therefore, that 
some Arabs should keep trying to kill Jews, not because of the 
occupation but because of Israel's very existence (and, ap- 
parently, that some Jews might try to kill Arabs in retaliation) . 

This, in essence, is what the chief-of-staff was telling the 
Knesset committee. That is why he saw no reason to get excited 
about the attempted West Bank killings, while protesting that he 
still had no folding as to the identity of the perpetrators. 

Gould the old soldier have been fooling himself? For there sure- 
ly can be little doubt, at this time, that the would-be assassins, 
however embarrassing it may be for Jews to admit it, were 
Jews. 

None but the morally blind can now fail to observe that this 
country, und er its present government, has almost hopelessly 
booby-trapped itself, and the peace it is searching after, in the 
effort to settle the mostly Arab West Bank with Jews. 

Although they manifestly acted strictly on their own, the Mon- 
day morning bombers were in effect seeking to enforce, in their 
own maniacal way, what is essentially government policy. But 
there is no reason why they should stop at the removal of Arabs 
who stand between them and their cherished aim. 

Rav-Aluf Eitan could not see this, and it was left to a Likud 
deputy, La'am's Annum Linn, to observe that the next targets of 
their bombings could well be Dr. Burg or Mr. Begin. For Arab 
terrorism is a simple security threat; Jewish terrorism is sub- 
version and rebellion against the state itself. 

Power failures as routine 

TUESDAY’S black-out was Israel's third major power failure in 
the last eighteen months. The first was on February 5, 1979, 
when Energy Minister Mods'! rejected the idea of an enquiry 
because the breakdown was, he thought, “a one-in-100,000 mis- 
hap." 

But these one-in-a-lifethne stoppages are beginning to happen 
too frequently; and they are costly each time. So costly that an 
increasing number of large consumers (department stores, fac- 
tories) are buying generators at considerable expense to 
provide an alternative source of power. 

The outlay of a given sum by the private sector on tljis 
emergency equipment is just as inflationary as would be the 
outlay of a similar sum by the Israel Electric Corporation on 
making the system more secure and fool-proof.' 

After the last power failure — the one on October 9 — a com- 
mittee under Professor Michael Erlitzky recommended the ac- 
quisition of additional equipment, some of which has been in- 
stalled, but not yet all. Meanwhile notice should be taken of 
another recommendation by that same committee, that the per- 
sons in charge of operating the vast national network should be 
more highly qualified and better disciplined. 

The network is vast because all the country’s power stations 
are fed into a single system. If one station is forced to shut off its 
current (due, as often as not, to a chance short-circuit 
somewhere along the line) , and if the load-shedding in that dis- 
trict is for some reason insufficient, the other stations must be 
shut off too, as happened on Tuesday, in order to avoid damag- 
ing the turbines. 

It is absurd that the country should be so vulnerable, but given 
that such an exposure exists, every care should be taken to en- 
sure that short-circuits and other breakdowns of the kind that 
can plunge parts of the country, or the whole country into 
darkness do not take place. Preventive maintenance of this high 
order needs not only top abilities and intensive training, but also 
an exceptional devgtlon to duty. 

Something is plainly amiss with the performance of the Israel 
Electric Corporation, and it is hard to escape the impression 
that part of the trouble, at least, is due to the energy minister's 
strenuous efforts to "de-politicize" the company — by replacing 
Labour with Likud men in top managerial positions. 

The new chairman, David Schifman, has had the sound idea of 
making personnel pay for some of the electricity they now 
receive free. He has not so far made much headway, but in the 
meantime he appears to have run out of any other fresh ideas 
for improvement. 

As for the hapless Mr. Moda'l himself, he is now being groom- 
ed for still higher responsibilities. 

Ironically, the (East) Jerusalem District Electricity Com- 
pany, which the government thinks should be taken over by the 
IEC, went on functioning normally during Tuesday’s paralysis 
— suggesting that the Israeli company, which holds a monopoly 
in all the rest of the country, should pull its socks up before it is 
allowed to extend its dominion further.

THE LEADER Of the parliamen- 
tary majority, Menahem Begin. 

must be deemed to have been 

sincere when he condemned the 
revolting crime perpetrated on Mon- 
day In Nablus. Flam all ah, Hebron 
and El-Bira. 

He must also have meant it when 
he expressed his sorrow to the in- 
jured. After all, like so many other 
leaders who have led their nations 
to the brink of disaster and beyond, 
he is not a bloodthirsty man. 

However, the man who is so good 
at acting out a scene of moral in- 
dignation when it suits Mm to do so, 
did not. as has been reported, “lead 
a chorus of outrage” over the well- 
orchestrated acts of terror. His con- 
demnation was couched In terms of 
expediency. He admonished the 
public at large to remember that 
“we are a state based on the rule of 
law.” 

Absent was any sense of shock at 
the fAct that murder and van- 
dalism. terrorism and brutality 
have by now seeped deeply into the 
tissue of our body politic, any ex- 
pression of revulsion against our 
being dragged down to that 
netherworld of murderous insanity 
we have always denounced so 
vehemently in others. 

The condemnation, such as It 
was, was accompanied by the in- 
sinuation — apparently dribbled 
into the media by authoritative 
sources, and presented as an open- 
minded. even-handed, pre- 
bivestigation hypothesis — that the 
PLO was behind these attempts at 
assassination. ' 

- The hope that it may, after all, be 
found that no Jewish hands are sul- 
lied with the blood shed on Mon- 
1s bora out 'of a sense of shame — 
which, in the circumstances. Is 
laudable. 

Less laudable Is this senseless in- 
sinuation (on a par with the Arab 
charge that Israel had been respon- 
sible for the arson of Al-Aksa mos- 
que in 1969) , which serves to lull us 
into believing that Monday’s out- 
rage was an isolated event rather 
than the expression of a political 
process. It is meant to divert atten- 
tion from the political, os distinct 
from the criminal, responsibility 
for this brand of terror. 

SUCH a distinction makes it largely 
irrelevant whether the security 
forces, who have been ordered to 
mount an intensive Investigation, 
will be more successful this time 
than they have so far been in fin- 
ding the criminals who smashed 
car windows in Raraallah and 
elsewhere six weeks ago. 

Whether the culprits are even- 
tually found and brought to justice 
is politically irrelevant For these 
are not common criminals but ac- 
tivists of a political underground

Z call upon every parent to guard 
the rights of their children and on 
the Minister of Education and 'the 
members of the government to use 
their good sense and rescind this 
order before our children pay the 
price.

We ought to realize that this un- 
derground is no longer merely In 
the making. It is already here. It 
has its ideological roots and 
political support deep within the 
political establishment. It receives 1 
Its political legitimation from the 
disintegration of government in 
Israel, and from the irrationalities 
and internal contradictions of its 
policies. . 

This underground, which has not 
so far chosen to appear with a dis- 
tinct identity of Its own but may be 
on the verge of doing so, already 
enjoys the classic prerequisltea for 
a successful — and therefore 
dangerous — guerilla movement to 
an extent rarely dreamed of by 
other organizations of Its kind. 

It possesses a territorial base, in 
the West Bank settlements, where 
its militant activities are shielded 
from prying eyes. Its members 
have freedom of movement 
anywhere. It has legitimate public 
fronts — political as well as 
military — through which it can 
operate. For its militant activities, 
it can use the territorial defence un- 
its into which the settlements have 
been organized by order of Cfr i flf of 
Staff Rafael Eitan. 

. It has lta tentacles deep in the 
IDF, "can draw apon its stores, 
quasi-legitlmately and by pilferage, 
for arms and explosives, and can 
use its facilities, as well as those of 
the police, for intelligence. It can 
draw upon legitimate public funds. 
It needs hardly any training 
facilities of its own; universal 
military service takes care of that 
almost automatically. The 


specialist training provided by elite 
units is easily available, for 
volunteers for these units are 
welcome. 

Finally, this underground — it is 
a complacent self-delusion to Iden- 
tify ' It exclusively with Meir 
Kahane’a lunatic fringe — has an 
ideologically prepared, ready- 
made recruitment base in some of 
the yeshivot hesder. The kind of 
education purveyed there was por- 
trayed this week by MK Haim 
Druckm&n, who reacted to the 
assassination attempts in the .West 
Rank by quoting, “Let all thine 
enemies perish thus.” 

THE LEADER of the parliamen- 
tary majority — I call him that 
because the political and moral, as 
distinct from legal, legitimacy of 
his premiership has vanished — has 
changed the nature of our military 
occupation of the West Bank. What 
happens there now, to the Arabs 
and to us, la the result of that 
change. 

Until 1977, Our occupation of the 
West Bank was essentially con- 
ditional. It was a move in an ongo- 
ing process of war. The Arab pop- 
ulation was kept hostage — hostage 
to a future peace. Hostages have 
throughout history been treated 
with respect; their keepers usually 
tried to minimize the hardships im- 
posed on them in the bargaining 
process of which they were the vic- 
tims. 

Until 1977. we largely conformed 
to that pattern, although there were 
aberrations. The occupation of one 
people by another is always an act 
of violence and can therefore never 
be “benign,” as we were fond of 
calling It. Nevertheless, being con- 
ceived as temporary and con- 
ditional, It could remain sensible. It 
could distinguish between political 
conflict and enmity on the personal 
level. 

The confinement of the occupa- 
tion to an Instrument of political 
conflict, the implicit recognition of 
the civil and political rights of the 
Palestinians (even if they were 
limited by previous Israeli 
governments to their rights as Jor- 
danians), the prevention of dashes 
at the level of individuals and 
groups, left the use of force and its 
measure in the hands of the govern- 
ment. 

Begin. baa changed, all that . The 
peace he signed with Egypt and the 
territory he yielded for It was in- 
tended to give him a fine. hand in 
permanently maintaining the oc- 
cupation of the West Bank. The 
cloak of the autonomy plan is 
already threadbare. 

The Palestinians are no longer 
hostages; Begin’s policy alms at 
reducing them permanently to the

Sir, — Several yeara ago, I 
attended a meeting . involving 
Jewish charities and came across a 
two-colour newsletter describing 
the HLAS programme. I was sur- 
prised to see this because I was un- 
der the Impression that, since the 
establishment of the State at Israel, 
Jewish immigration to the U.S. was 
at a mimimum and all our charity 
efforts of this nature were focused 
on the Ingathering of the exiles in 
Eretz YIsrael. 

I noted in the HIA5 pamphlet the 
attention given to Soviet Jews. I 
predicted that the executives and 
staff of HIAS had found a way to 
keep and expand their jobs. -They 
would see to it that-the main focus 
of Soviet Jewish emigres would be 
America. 

Any student of the Jewish scene 
knows that that is exactly what 
happened. To make my point in 
conversation, I would laughingly 
say that soon HIAS would be Mking 
for funds to take care of Israelis 
coming to the U.S. This is. now a 
reality! The latest UJA-Federation 
brochure reports: “Federation 


agencies are serving an ever- 
increasing number of Israelis and 
Russian immigrants...” Have we 
gone mad? 

Of course, every person, Jew or 
Gentile, should have the freedom to 
live where be wishes. But not 
everyone has the right to expect 
public or private donations to 
finance that .decision. We Jews 
have neither the numbers nor 
dollars to populate the U.S. and 
Israel. We read that the absorption 
centres In Israel have long waiting 
lists to accommodate new Im- 
migrants and we also read that 
some huge sums of money are be- 
ing spent in the U.S. for incoming 
Soviet Jewe. I think that we 
American Jews who' contribute to 
Jewish charities have to quickly 
and intelligently rethink our 
priorities and reorder them. We 
cannot leave it to those 
professionals who run the 
organizations because they have a 
conflict of interest. 

Now we American Jews are being 
asked to help Israelis to depopulate 
Eretz YisraeL Madness!

Sir. — I am Informed that confu- . 
sion may still exist In the Jewish 
community regardtag certain 
events relating to Israel which took 
place at this year’s Annual General 
Meeting of British Equity, the per- 
formers' union which has some 27,- 
000 members. I should like to dear 
up this confusion and, hopefully, 
allay some of the distress which I 
am told has been caused. It will by 
now be common knowledge that 
Miss Vanessa Redgrave put before 
the meeting, as she Is fully entitled 
to do being a member In good stan- 
ding, a motion caning for British 
Equity to institute a cultural 
boycott of Israel. 

The motion was strongly apposed 
by the Council — Equity’s gover- 
ning body which Is elected by ballot 
from the entire membership. It was 
defeated at the meeting by 90 votes 
to 86. Undoubtedly the result 
reflects membership opinion, but 
the margin of the result most cer- 
tainly does not reflect the division ‘ 
of opinion within the membership. 

Such a tiny attendance could not 


in any case be said to be represen- 
tative of the membership as a 
whole. 

Even had the AGM carried the 
resolution, the Council would not 
have been obliged to Implement It 
had it believed that to do so would 
be against the best interests of the 
membership as a whole. 

In relation to this particular mo- 
tion, the Council of Equity would 
quite certainly have taken that 
view, and would not have acted 
upon the motion . .

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status of a subjugated people, with 
neither present nor future political 
rights and only such' civil rights as 
an Israel under Begin will allow 
them. The settlements have 
brought the conflict down to the. 
personal and particular group 
level. The settler as an army reser- 
vist doing police duty in Arab 
towns, as the colonist taking away 
the Arab peasant's land, have con- 
verted the impersonal use of force 
Into personal violence. 

Some of the settlers — not only 
Meir Kahane’s rowdies — are id- 
eologically eager to exacerbate the 
conflict. Others feel that the IDF — 
which cannot be everywere at all 
times — cannot give them enough 
protection. Most of them are where 
they are because they forced the 
hand even of & government that is 
in sympathy with their aims. They 
consider themselves superior, 
morally and Ideologically, to the 
government, and to the law. They 
are reinforced In that belief by all 
those innocents who have showered 
admiration on them for their 
“pioneering spirit.” 

They are all willing to use the 
legitimate apparatus of the state In- 
sofar as it will serve their purpose. 
They are equally willing to take 
matters Into their own hands. Their 
settlements are the breeding 
ground for the underground, and 
they are only a step away from tur- 
ning upon the state and government 
that nurtured them. They are a 
danger to our democracy and to qu» 
very survival' and will remain so 
unless their political roots are 
weeded out.
